NOTICES    REGARDING    MEAT    INSPECTION 

REFRIGERATION  OF  PORK   PRODUCTS  TO  DESTROY  TRICHINA 

In  the  treatment  of  pork  by  refrigeration  to  destroy  trichinae,  the  bureau  has 
held  that  such  refrigeration  must  precede  any  curing  process  of  the  ])ork. 

Recent  experiments  have  proved  conclusively  that  adequate  refrigeration  of 
cured  or  partly  cured  jjork  effectually  destroys  trichinae  which  may  be  present. 

Accordingly,  hereafter  inspectors  in  charge  of  Federal  meat  inspection  will 
permit  the  refrigeration  prescribed  in  Service  and  Regulators  Announcements  of 
December,  1926,  to  be  applied  to  products  containing  muscle  tissue  of  pork  at 
any  stage  of  preparation  or  to  the  finished  products. 

ANIMAL   CASINGS  FROM   GREECE 

The  permission  granted  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  August, 
1928,  for  the  importation  through  foreign  certification  of  animal  casings  from 
Greece  is  herebj-  revoked.  All  animal  casings  which  leave  Greece  on  and  after 
November  15,  1932,  shall  be  disinfected  as  required  by  previous  instructions  as 
a  condition  for  admission  into  the  United  States.

PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT, 
SEPTEMBER,  1932 

Docket  No.  356. — In  re  Riley  Ward,  dealer,  Lexington,  Ky.  On  August  11 
1931,  the  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  issued  an  inquiry,  alleging  that  respond- 
ent had  violated  the  bonding  regulation  of  the  packers  and  stockyards  act  in 
that  he  had  neglected  and  refused  to  execute  and  maintain  a  reasonable  bond  to 
secure  the  performance  of  nis  obligations  incurred  as  a  dealer.  Further  investiga- 
tion has  revealed  that  the  transactions  of  respondent  indicate  that  he  is  not 
engaged  in  the  business  of  bujdng  or  selling  livestock  in  commerce  at  a  stockyard 
and  therefore  is  not  a  dealer  as  defined  by  the  packers  and  stockyards  act,  nor 
required  to  execute  and  maintain  a  bond.  Accordingly,  on  September  15,  1932, 
the  case  was  dismissed. 

STOCKYARD     WITHDRAWN    FROM     JURISDICTION 

On  September  20,  1932,  the  Trevor  Stockyards,  located  at  Trevor,  Wis.,  was 
withdrawn  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  packers  and  stockyards  act,  as  it  was 
found  to  contain  less  than  20,000  square  feet,  exclusive  of  alleys,  passages,  etc.
